Black Blizzards Once More 

Again this spring reports of serious soil drifting 
and water erosion are reaching this office in increas¬ 
ing volume. It seems ironical that farmers could con¬ 
trol soil erosion during the 30’s with the compara¬ 
tively crude implements available then, and cannot 
control it now with the improvement in farm equip¬ 
ment which has taken place in the past 30 years. 

- The necessary implements and the necessary in¬ 
formation are available. The Agricultural Representa¬ 
tives and Soils Specialists in the three Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces have the required information and are anxious 
to give advice and assistance. 

Need For Food. With the world population in¬ 
creasing at an alarming rate, and with millions of 
people now underfed, can we let farmers destroy, 
through sheer carelessness the soils of Western Can¬ 
ada? Because it is sheer carelessness, as is proven 
time and again by neighboring farmers who are keep¬ 
ing their soils “at home” and keeping them productive. 

Is Legislation the Answer? The Province of Al¬ 
berta has recently passed legislation which makes it 
an offence for a farmer to allow erosion to take place 
on his farm. The new Act places the responsibility 
and authority far erosion control at the municipal or 
county level, as is the case with weed control in Al¬ 
berta. This has worked well with weed control and it 
is hoped that it will be equally successful in erosion 
control. However, considerable supervision and assist¬ 
ance would seem necessary to implement the new Act 
successfully. 

Few people are in favor of legislation to direct 
the operations of an individual on his own farm. How¬ 
ever, in this situation, the failure of a farmer to pro¬ 
perly care for the land temporarily under his control 
affects the whole nation. And something must be 
done to prevent the needless waste of our most valu¬ 
able heritage. It is hoped that, if advice, persuasion, 
and co-operation with the delinquent farmer fails, the 
Alberta Government will take stringent measures to 
rectify the situation. 

We will watch with interest the new approach to 
the erosion problem in Alberta, and hope sincerely 
that it will be effective.

cost sharing until we have an 
idea of what is involved. Should 
the province see fit to provide 
these units in a similar manner as 
the Senior Citzens’ Home, the 
matter of cost Sharing would 
naturally be viewed in the light of 
all relevant circumstances. 

Our recommendation regarding 
admission is that it be by applica¬ 
tion recommended 'by a medical 
practitioner under the regulations 
of the unit and approved by the 
Board of Trustees. Subsequent re¬ 
view of the patient’s need of care 
to be at the discretion of the 
Board. 

The general location of the units 
is covered in our previous remarks. 
Smaller type nursing institutions 
are essential in communities such 
as the County of Vulcan. 

Some provisions should be made 
for the training of lay personnel 
to look after cases which could be 
served by home care. Considera¬ 
tion should be given * to provide 
certain grants from the unit to 
assist persons in caring for patients 
in their own residence to relieve 
institutional expense. Such grants 
to be on the basis of need. 

Recommendations 

This brief therefore recommends: 

1. That the Provincial Government 
institute a plan to build and 
equip auxiliaiy nursing units to 
be operated by a board at the 
local municpal level. 

2. That the units consist of 6 one- 
bed wards, 4 two-bed wards and 
and 4 four-bed wards. 

3. That such a unit be built at 
Vulcan.
